I find  the  accommodation  in  the  Boys  Council  School  is  for  334  ; average  number  on 
Register  317.  Average  attendance,  307. 

The  accommodation  in  the  Girls’  Council  School  is  for  284  ; average  number  on 
Register  374.  Average  attendance  289.  Temporary  premises  are  now  being  erected  to 
accommodate  120  children. 

In  the  Infant  Department  things  are  better.  Accommodation  for  240  } average  number 
on  Register  233.  Average  attendance  175. 


Copperworks  School. 

Accommodation  144.  Average  number  on  Register  159.  Average  attendance  121. 


Central  School. 

Accommodation  for  138;  average  number  on  Register  136.  Average  attendance  111. 


Nursing  Arrangements,  Hospitals,  etc. 

A Nurse  is  employed  by  a Local  Private  Nursing  Association. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  treatment  of  Small  Pox  cases  at  Swansea  Isolation 
Hospital. 

The  Council  do  not  employ  Midwives.  There  are  three  Midwives  in  the  District. 

A Child  Welfare  Centre  is  held  in  the  V.M.C.A.  Building  fortnightly  for  consultations,  etc. 
It  is  subsidised  by  the  local  Nursing  Association  and  the  County  Council  and  is  very  well  attended. 

Venereal  Diseases  are  treated  at  the  Swansea  Hospital. 

There  is  no  Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants  and  homeless 
children  in  the  District  are  generally  sent  to  the  Workhouse  at  Llanelly.

Your  district  covers  an  area  of  1,543  acres.

The  South  and  East  portions  of  the  Town  are  low-lying.  The 
portion  on  the  South  side  of  the  G.W.RIy.  is  exceptionally  low  and  a good 
deal  of  water  collects  on  these  roads  in  winter-time.  The  Northern 
portion  or  Graig  is  quite  hilly.  The  greater  part  of  the  population  is  on  the 
South  side  but  the  increase  in  population  is  taking  place  in  the  higher  parts. 

Three-quarters  of  the  working  population  are  Employed  in  the 
various  industries  and  works: — Coal  Miners,  Tinplate  Workers,  Chemical 
Workers,  Docks  and  G.W.RIy.  Employees.  There  is  Farming  in  the 
outlying  parts.

The  year  1925  has  been  a bad  one,  especially  for  Diphtheria  and 
Scarlet  Fever.  The  number  of  deaths  from  these  diseases  is  very  low 
which  shows  the  remarkable  efficiency  of  the  Antidiphtheritic  Serum  which 
is  always  employed. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  cases  are  usually  of  a mild  nature.

Most  of  the  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  notified  and  they  are  seen  by 
Dr.  Howell  Williams  the  Tuberculosis  Physician  for  the  County.  The 
Burry  Port  cases  who  can  travel  are  seen  at  Lucania  Buildings,  Llanelly, 
and  patients  who  are  unable  to  travel  are  seen  at  their  homes. 

Meat  Inspection. 

Frequent  inspections  of  the  Slaughterhouse  are  made  by  the 
Sanitary  Officer  and  M.O.H.,  and  animals  and  carcases  are  inspected  there. 

Animals  are  slaughtered  at  fixed  hours  on  fixed  days. 

There  is  a permanent  full-time  Caretaker  who  is  instructed  as  to  the 
appearance  of  carcases  likely  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  who  in 
turn  reports  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the  latter  accompanied  by  the 
M.O.H.  examines  all  suspected  cases.  The  Caretaker  is  also  instructed  in 
the  general  management  of  a Slaughterhouse. 

Periodic  examinations  are  made  of  Shops — there  are  no  Stalls. 

Before  the  Council  are  recommended  to  grant  permission  for  a New 
Shop  the  Public  Health  Meat  Regulations  1924,  No.  1,430,  Part  V are 
recommended  to  be  complied  with. 
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Water  Courses. 

There  are  three  Water  Courses  which  pass  through  the  District : — 

1 . Cwmcapel  Brook. 

2.  Dyfatty  Stream. 

3.  Furnace  Stream. 

(1)  Runs  Graig  to  Cwmcapel  and  through  main  portion  of  Town. 

(2)  Dyfatty  Stream  skirts  the  back  gardens  of  New  Street  (which 
is  the  main  street)  Its  position,  sluggish  flow,  condition  of  bed  and  the 
habit  of  the  neighbouring  occupants  in  dumping  into  it  refuse  and  rubbish 
ot  all  description  makes  this  stream  a menace  to  the  health  of  the  Town. 

r \y/  di  ^ Council  are  at  present  negotiating  with  the  Authorities  of  the 
t-..  W Kly.  in  order  to  come  to  an  understanding  so  that  matters  can  be 
remedied. 

. J^u.ns  fro,m  Craig  via  Jerusalem,  Furnace,  behind  Slaughter- 

house to  the  Old  Harbour.  This  stream  takes  water  from  the  Furnace 
olliery,  refuse  from  the  Slaughterhouse  and  water  overflowing  from  a 
department  of  the  Tinplateworks. 

Water  Supply. 

The  bulk  of  the  supply  comes  from  the  Llanelly  Corporation  A 
portion  of  the  Graig  and  outlying  Farms  are  supplied  from  Clyndu  and 
Khiwlas.  I agree  with  the  Annual  Report  of  1920  that  these  supplies  are 
of  a suspicious  nature  and  steps  should  be  taken  to  remedy  this  condition 
especially  as  the  Milk  Vendors  coming  from  the  neighbouring  farms  use 
this  water  to  cleanse  their  utensils. 

Sewerage 

Sewers  have  been  laid  in  75  per  cent  of  the  district  during  the  last 
hve  years.  I here  are  at  present  150  houses  that  have  not  been  connected 
to  the  sewer  where  sewerage  is  established. 

Night-soil  is  collected  weekly  by  the  night-cart  and  there  are  only 
a few  instances  now  where  the  soil  has  to  be  buried,  and  in  these  cases 
disinfectant  is  regularly  supplied. 

Scavenging. 

i\/.  House  refuse  and  road  sweeping,  etc.  is  carried  out  by  the  Council 
Most  of  the  refuse  is  deposited  in  dust-bins  which  have  tight  fitting  covers. 
All  refuse  is  carted  to  the  foreshore.

Dairies,  Milk  Shops  and  Cowsheds  Order. 

All  Milk  Vendors  in  the  district  are  now  registered.  Samples  of 
milk  are  periodically  taken  for  examination.  Regular  inspections  of  Dairies 
and  Cowsheds  are  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself. 

At  a recent  inspection  some  of  the  Dairies  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  and  the  Council  have  instructed  that  in  each  case  conditions 
must  be  remedied.  There  is  too  much  tendency  to  store  milk  in  pantries 
and  to  put  dairies  in  various  corners  of  the  house.  As  a general  rule 
dairies  should  be  away  from  all  sources  of  infection  with  plenty  of  air  and 
light.  The  new  regulaions  are  now  being  put  in  force. 


Unsound  Foods  and  Food  Inspection. 

There  has  been  one  case  of  arsenical  poisoning  from  eating  apples, 
the  apples  were  traced  to  have  come  from  Pembrokeshire. 

Recently  a Circular  has  been  received  from  the  County  M.O.H. 
stating  that  owing  to  outbreaks  of  poisoning  at  Swansea  suspicions  have 
been  thrown  on  eggs  which  were  traced  to  this  county. 

Inspections  are  made  of  Meat  Shops  whose  beasts  are  not  killed  at 
the  Council's  Slaughterhouse. 

Inspections  were  also  made  of  Bakehouses  and  other  premises  where 
foods  are  manufactured. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  done  at  Beck  Laboratory,  Swansea. 

Vaccination. 

Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  Dr.  J.  H.  Williams,  J.P.,  M.P.,  acting 
under  the  Poor  Law  Authorities. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

On  notification  steps  are  taken  by  the  Council  to  supply  disinfectant 
free  of  charge.  Weekly  information  is  sent  to  the  Registrar  General  and 
to  the  County  M.O.H.  Circulars  are  sent  to  attendants  of  infected  persons 
giving  necessary  preventative  instructions. 

Owing  to  the  general  convenience  associated  with  the  motor  service 
of  today  the  Council  have  decided  to  come  to  an  arrangement  with  the 
Llanelly  Authorities  (five  miles  away)  whereby  they  receive  cases  arriving 
by  vessel  or  occurring  in  town. 
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I find  that  the  greater  number  of  cases  occur  on  the  South  and 
West  portion  of  the  Town.  This  is  also  the  low-lying  portion.  I attribute 
this  to  the  prevalence  of  stagnant  water.  This  is  noticeable  in  the  Garden 
Suburb,  South  side,  Derwydd  and  Cliff  areas. 

I am  pleased  to  note  that  Mr.  Cotterrell  (Consulting  Engineer)  has 
agreed  to  allow  a certain  portion  of  the  surface  water  to  flow  into  the  main 
sewer  on  the  South  side. 

Housing. 

The  general  condition  of  the  housing  is  good,  it  has  substantially 
improved  with  the  advance  made  in  Sewerage. 

The  Council  have  laid  out  the  Newfoundland  Site  with  Roads, 
Sewers  and  Water  Mains,  and  have  decided  to  sell  the  plots  freehold 
immediately.  The  Site  has  accommodation  for  80  houses. 

The  Site  is  well  situated  and  is  on  the  main  County  Road.

There  are  approximately  40  houses  vacant  in  the  Garden  Suburb  at 

present. 

Schools. 

Since  the  1920  Report  all  Schools  in  the  Urban  Area  have 
been  connected  to  the  main  sewer.  At  Stepney  Road  temporary  wooden 
structures  have  been  erected  to  relieve  overcrowding.  Water  is  supplied 
from  the  Council’s  mains. 

The  English  Baptist  Chapel  with  an  additional  wooden  structure  has 
been  recently  acquired  as  a temporary  building  for  Central  School  purposes 
pending  the  erection  of  permanent  buildings. 

The  Copperworks  Infants  School  is  still  in  an  unsatisfactory  state  and 
the  County  Council  have  this  School  under  observation.
